NEW YORK.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. }—Ostrich-ism for evening gowns 
this year! Either as flounce or boa, 
the ostrich plume is waving in the 
parade of fashion. Not even our 


grandmother's alpaca is so striking a 


comeback as our mother’s feather boa. 
Of course, it does not reappear exactly 
as in its former incarnation. Our own 
boas not only possess a length and a 
luxuriance of willowing unknown to 
the specimens of bygone days, but, in- 
stead of confining -their attention as 
they were wont to black and white— 
with an occasional froward pink—they 
now take on every available color and 
shade and make much of two toned 
effects.
